Every Farmer 
Should Keep Hogs 


Fattening of Hogs Without Concen- 
trates of High Price 


ree we, ss F Oe eee 
is being made for increased bacon | 


production. There are several rea- 
sons why hogs are especially im- 
portant in times like these, and the 


following may be noted: 

1—Hogs multiply rapidly and mat- 
ure quickly, so that they offer the 
quickest means of increasing | the 
world’s supply of meat. 

2—Hogs produce more meat from 

.@ given amount of food than any 
other domestic animal. 

3—Hogs give a greater weight of 
dressed carcass in comparison’ to live 
weight than any other animal. 

4—The carcass of the hog contains 
more edible meats in proportion to 
bone than that of any other animal. 

5—Pork and bacon contain a large 
proportion of edible fat, which is vit- 
ally needed in the rations of soldiers. 

6—Bacon is perhaps the most com- 
pact form in which meat can be 
shipped. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the 
hog is bound to play a very import- 
ant part in rationing our armies and 
those of our allies. 

A point which counts against the 
hog in the eyes of the farmer is the 
fact that in order to finish it it must 
be fed considerable quantities of con- 
centrated food and when concen- 
trates are high in price, .s they are 
at present, the farmer is inclined to 
cut down on his Hog production, Ev- 
erything considéred, therefore, it 
would seem that the present is an 
opportune time to study very care- 
fully the pessibikities of reducing the 
amount of conceritrités in the ration 
of the hog and still, provide a fatten- 
ing ration. , 

Roots are a somewhat expensive 
crop to handle, but the advisability 
of growing even a small patch of 
mangels or sugar beets for * winter 
hog feeding is well worthy of con- 
sideration. Experiénce has demon- 
strated that roots can be used in 
such a way as to lessen very greatly 
the amount of meal necessary to fat- 
‘ten hogs. A plan which has been 
used successfully both at the college 
and on farms throughout the pro- 
yince to pulp the soots, moisten the 
pulped roots with hot wster arid mix 
-them with about an equal bulk of 
dry meal. Fhe moistened 


here to the roots and the whole con- 
stitutes a palatable and. satisfactory 
sation for winter, feeding. Sugar 
beets arc preferred by pigs to man- 
gels, but mangels are .more easily 
grown and pigs take them, quite 
readify: Turnips are not quite so 
palafable to -hogs, but they can ve 
taught to cat them if accustomed to 
them from the start.”

by pigs and can be utilized in reduc-’ 
ing the meal ration. 

A. thickly seeded mixture of grains 
such as oats and. barley, or oats, 
wheat. and barley, -together = with 
about 8 pounds red clove per acre 
makes a capital pasture quite carly 
in the season. If it is not desired to 


‘Pasture the mixture carly in the sea-

ture crop and by changing the pigs 
from one field to another, crops such 
as rape and clover may be pastured 
and repastured. several times, 
Another plan which has been tried 
in some places, and which is worthy 
of consideration, is to plant a few 
acres of corn which will mature in 
the district in which we live. In this 
district, and in similar northern lo- 
calities a very early nmianuring varicty 
would need to be used. A crop such 
as this, however, will supply a large 
amount of feed for ‘hogs and the 
corn may be husked and fed to the 
hogs and the stalks may be utilized 
by feeding.to cattle, or hogs may be 
turned in to harvest the crop | for 
‘themselves. If it is intended to, pas- 
ture the corn, it is a good plan to 
sow rape between thé rows at the 
t cultivation. A combination of 
rage and corn such as this will fat- 
ten\hogs fairly satisfactorily, and in 
any half favorable season an acre’ of

Visitor. to Manitoba 


Native of the Northern Wilds 
Glimpse of Civilization 


Canadian newspapers of a_ few 
months ago, referred to a_ tragedy 
which had occurred in the Far 
North. It was alleged that two mis- 
sionaries had. been craélly - put... to 
by Esavingany,—204 Werner,

patched from headquarters at Regi- 
na, Saskatchewan, to bring the perpe- 
trators of so atrocious a deed to jus- 


tice. Many months of arduous travel |. 


through forests, across lakes and 
marshes were necessary, nevertheless 
as a result of this missi@p, two Es- 
quimau 
and committed’ for trial. However, 
the accused men were ultimately dis- 
charged from custody, and are 
doubtless -by this time approaching 
the domain of ice and igloo once’ 
more. : 

Somewhat a rare occurrence is. the 
visit of an Esquimaux to Canada 
West. Yet the case mentioned does 
not form the first arrival of so little 
known a people as they from those 
bleak lands within the Arctic Circle. 

AbBout sixteen years ago, the writ- 
er’s memory is not quite clear as to 
the exact date, yet the time was 
about that period, an Esquimaux.was 
a visitor to Selkirk, Manitoba. “This 
visit had an origin in the following 
manner: : ; 

A wealthy Englishman who _ had 
hunted big game in every available 
portion of t-: world, was anxious to 
secure a musk ox as a trophy of his 
prowess in northern wilds. — He arriv- 
ed in Winnipeg, and journeying 
northward from that city eventually 
reached the barren lands in due sea~- 
son. The services of an Esquimaux 
as guide were necessary, and expres- 
sing to a Moravian missionary that 
a capable man was requisite, he suc- 
ceeded in obtaining the ‘services of 
such, Months of hardship amid the 
rigors of so intensely a frigid climate 
passed by; at last the quest was suc- 
cessful, the hunter and his guide re- 
turning with a splendid example of 
‘the animal sought after. During the 
journey to Norway House, the Es- 
quimaux, who had agreed to travel 
with his employer to this point, .was 
persuaded to continue and see for 
himself the civilization of the white 
people. A few days later, the Es- 
quimaux arrived in Manitoba, 

The visitor looked with amazement 
at the wharves and_ buildings along 
the Red River at Selkirk. A special 
menu was provided him at one of the. 
hotels wherein he soon became a fig- 
ure of interest ta many spectators. 


quimaux~ became bewildered at. the 


store windows, and visiting a resi- 


dent’s home heard the music of ‘ a} 


piano. A locomotive drawing .a 
string of cars furnished iptense ex- 
citemeént,- but horses proved _ the 
greatest object of curiosity to him, 
he e¢vincing an especial desire to as- 
certain the species of ‘dog” — suc 
were and through what means it was 
possible to train these creatures for 
the use of man, : 

A week’s sojourn in civilization 
satisfied the Esquimaux, who 4taden 
with many gifts, was returned north- 
ward by an outgoing steamer to 
Warren's Landing, the last place of 
call on Lake Winnipeg. We may 
well imagine how he entertained: his 
neighbors of th¢ igloos with stories 
of a country occupied by people who 
possessed wondrous things..— J. D, 
Atheincy Evans, :

Record in History 


Due to the ‘Achievement of Medical 
Science — 


‘The mortality rate from al causes 
in this war has been less than that 
of all great wars of the past, . of 
which we have records, according fo 
Edward A, Woods, a_ wells+known 
statistician of Pittsburgh. Wide rep- 
etition of a false statement to the ef- 
fect that an American soldier sent to’ 
France has only one chatice in two 
of “returning, indicates, according: to 
Mr. Woods, that its spread is largely 
pro-German propaganda, assisted by 
thoughtless Americans with the  ob- 
ject of causing discouragement 
among Aimerican parents.

same as the chances of the average 
man of 60 dying during the next 
twelve months. It is about. three 
times the normal mortality of the 
average man at ages, say, 30 or 40. 
It-is not greater than the mortality 
of many hazardous civilian occupa- 
tions.. To put it another, way, the 
chances are greater that a man of 
40 will die in the next. three years 
than that his-son in the service will 
die from the casualties of war in one 
year."—From the New York Times.
